Miltoa Crotsia Kept Court ii an Uproar 


for Half Hear. 


HORSE THIEF CASE 


ARenuae of the Court Proeeedinp 


of the CrimiBal Term aad Other 


Topic* of lateral at the 


Conntjr Seat 


Doylesfown, Mav 18. 


This is May Criminal Court week at 


the conty seat. Judge Stour. lu his 
charge to the Grand Jury on Monday, 
congratulated them on the smullness 
of the lift of cases and the fact that 
their labors nould soon he over. There 
were the usual number of returns by 
constables of bad roads and lu In- 
structing the constables, the Judge 
told them to have all their witnesses 
here by Tuesday afternoon, although 
to dispose of the returns he would 
stretch a point and hold the Grand 
Jury until Wednesday. 


Aa matters have turned out the 


Grand Jury will not get away until 
Thursday. 
District Attorney Ryan 


made more trips to Che Grand Jury 
room on Monday afternoon and Tues- 
day than he had ill the past year, 
taking all the terms of court together. 


On 
Monday several 
cases 
were, 


quickly disposed of, among them that 
ol Charles Hmlth, who pleaded guilty 
to stealing a horse from John E. 
Yeagle, of Eddlngton, and received 
an indeterminate sentence of not less 
than two and one-half jeurs or more 
than ten iu the Penltentiaiy. 
John Hopkins, colored, was haled 


into court by Mrs. Josephine John- 
son, also colored, of Bristol, on a 
charge of surety, 
[t seems that Mrs. 


Johnson was once the wife of Hop- 
kins, some thirty (Hid years ago and 
as she says procured a divorce, but 
Hopkins alleges she neglected that 
legal formality. Hopkins called on 
his former helpmate on April If), but 
failed to sec her. 
She had 
him 


warned to leave Bristol, but he went 
hack as he says to apologize, or, as 
she sayn, to kill her. She ways he 
threatened to kill her and she was ter- 
ribly afruiil of him. Judge .stout held 
him in one hundred dollars hail to 
keep the peace for three months, 
which is equivalent to a sentence of 
three mouths in the county Jail, be- 
cau <e he cannot find a surety. 


NEGLECTED AGED P.-iREXT. 
The Samuel Berystresser, Jr.. rai«e, 


charging him with "maltreating his 
aged father," was a case that last 
winter excited the lounty from one 
end to the other and much was print- 
ed about it 
in 
the Philadelphia 


papers. It was alleged, and an at- 
tempt was made to prove it, tiiat he 
kept his father, need ninety-three 
years, in a wood-shed with no bed 
or bedding and hardly any covering; 
that the wood-shed was old and full 
of cracks, allowing the air to come 
in freely as well as the rain and the 
snow, but in the trial of the case It 
appeared that the old gentleman, 
who was deaf, blind and very child- 
ish, was kept in u special room built 
inside of the wood-shed ; that it was 
warm and comfortable and that it 
had bed, bedding, ample tied cloth- 
ing, a stove and all other necessities 
in it, and that the old gentleman was 
us well taken care of as circumstances 
would permit. The Jury went out at 
ten o'clock on Tuesday morning; at 
eleven they had agreed to render a 
verdict of not guilty, but deadlocked 
in the costs. As this was a public 
prosecution they had but one of two 
places to put the costs, on the county 
or on the defendant. They failed to 
agree until late Tuesday nig lit and 
then twelve dinu -rless, supperless, 
hungry jurors made a bee line for 
one or the other of the restaurants. 
It is said that this is the only jury- 
that e\er stayed out so long on a 
question of costs. 


In nine cases nut of ten, no matter 


where the jury puts the costs the 
rounty has it to pay. 


A LIQfJOB CASE. 


A liquor case, whero a young col- 


ored man of twenty, had succeeded in 
buying half a pint of whiskey from 
Fred Duckloe, at New Galena and 
then treating a bunch of boys, was 
soon disposed of. The negio pleaded 
guilty to misrepresenting his age and 
to furnishing liquor to minors and 
was tlned fifty dollars and sent to the 
county jail for twenty days. The 
landlord, liaving exercised due care, 
was acquitted. 


A BRISTOL HUMOBIST. 


Then came another care in which 


Bristol developed the possession of an 
apt and ready humorist, who, for 
jnore than half an hour kept the court 
convulsed with laughter by his apt 
and witty replies. He was Milton 
Croseiu, who had Thomas Fallon ar- 
rested for chicken stealing on the 
flrst Sunday night in May, 1809. 


Frank Gllkeson and Crosain had it 


pretty hot for awhile on cross-exami- 
nation, hut the old gentleman stood 
to his guns, frequently reproaching 
Frank for his apparent loss of mem- 
ory. He lost a white Plymouth Rock, 
a Game hen and a Plymouth Uock 
rooster. He got the two hens back 
but failed to get the roster because, as 
he said "Charlie Cannon picked him 
from the roost, picked his feathers 
and then I couldn't pick him." 


Lynn sold the chickens to Cannon 


and alleges that on the first Monday 
in May, Jim Gleason and Thomas 
Fallon came to him early in the 
morning and persuaded him to self 
the chicken for them, Uleason re- 
ceiving the two dollars Cannon paid 
for them. Fallon, however, proved 
by his father ami mother that he 
went to bed early that night and 
left early the next morning to go to 
West Berlin, N. J., to work for bis 
brothei-in-law, Baylor, a plasterer. 
The whole case turned on the evi- 
dence of Lynn and the jury went out 
early In the afternoon and argued the 
case until late at night without their 
suppers. 


ANOTHER BRISTOL CASE. 
Jobi> Bolden, of Philadelphia, came 


to Bristol last Saturday night, with, 
apparently, only one arm and left it 
with two. He went Into the Closson 
House and distributed .some "cripple 
cards" pointing to his empty sleeve. 
Joseph Webster was an easy one fur a 
nickel, but bis friend, Walter For- 
restal, of Philadelphia, tumbled to 
Bolden's little game and very un- 
kindly felt for that missing left arm 
mid found it. He made Bolden take 
off his coat and assume his natural 
condition of two arms and then tired 
him ont where he Fell Into the wait- 
ing arms ol Officer Frank Bloodgood, 
who gave him free quarters in the 
town bouse until be brought him to 
jail. 


Bolden was sentenced to three 


months in the county jail. 


COUNCIL MEETING. 


Doylestown's unique Borough Coun- 


cil held its monthly meeting this 
week and after all of the assertions of 
what It would u'o to tbe Eoston & 
Rapid Transit Companies meekly and 
hurriedly pawed toe ordinance per- 
mitting them to lay tracks to a pro- 
posed freight yard and house on 
Union street 
After doing this they 


discovered that they bad not given 
tbe companies any permission to carry 
freight so an ordinance was hurriedly 
prepared, giving tbe much coveted 
permission, but with absolutely no 
restrictions lu It. These are to be 
added later just as soon as tbe two 
companies can agree upon what they 
really do not care to do, and then 


they will put iu the restrictions 
which will certainly include all un- 
profitable and undesirable freight, so 
that another valuable franchise will 
be lost and tho borough will get 
nothing for It. 


Tbe committee on annexation pre- 


sented a report of the majority of the 
comm]ttee against annexation. 
The 


report was a wonder of verbosity and 
an aggregate of words that is more 
than probable the author of the creed 
docs not understand but now that he 
has been able to get them out of his 
system he probably feels better ami 
will be wilting to listen to the voice 
of his constituents. If he does he 
will vote for annexation because the 
report was neither accepted 01 rejected 
and the whole thing still stands open. 


A LEAKY RESERVOIR. 


The old resevoir is full of leaks and 


no money to build a new one. This 
summer, 
residents 
of the 
higher 


ground in the county seat will have 
to do without water except early in 
the morning and late iu the after- 
noon, but they will have their water 
rent to pay all the same and pay it 
six months in advance at that.

Former Briitolian in Georgia. 


Tlie natural impression of many 


Northern people seems to lie that most 
of the Colonial Assoeialions are this 
side of the Mason and Dixon line. To 
controvert this, should such an im- 
pression exist, it may be interesting 
to quote froln a letter of J. W. Hawke, 
a former Bristoliun, who recently 
found himself in Augusta, Georgia: 


"1 went to Augusta, <>u., on busi- 


ness and having some time to spare 1 
tralkcd along tlie banks of the Havan- 
nah river and ran across the church 
and 
grounds 
of an old Kpiscnpal 


church, which had been established 
by the Church of England, as a Mis- 
sionary church lief ore the ((evolution- 
ary War. Tlie gate was so that I 
could walk in tlie brick enclosure. I 
soon became interested in the Inscrip- 
tions on the obi tint marble slabs and 
one in particular, which had the fol- 
lowing on it: 


'Order of Cinclnnattl. \Here lies the 


Dcxly of William ThoiApson, Ksq., 
who was au officer in the !Kh ' Penn- 
sylvania Itegt., of Ihe late American 
Anny, from its formation in 1776 to 
its dissolution, 
and 
amongst 
his 


American Brcthcrn made an offering 
of his talood on the altar of Libertv. 
He departed this life on the li'th day 
of March, 1794, aged 45 years, and as 
a testimony of her regret and In re- 
nieniberance of him, his disconsolate 
widow hath caused this stone to be 
placed as a covering to Ids bed of 
rest.' 


"I felt as though I was on conse- 


crated ground, where lav the remains 
of the patriotic soldier. There was 
also quite a monument facing the 
rivci with a. little cannon at the base 
about four feet long, the kind that 
was used in the Revolutionary war. 
The monument had the following in- 
goription on it: 
" 'This stone marks the site of the 


Colonial Kurt Agusta, built by order 
i f General Oglclhorue and tlie Trus- 
tees in 1736 and known during the 
Revolution as Fort Cornwallis.1 


"St. Paul's Church was built in 


1750, under a curtain of this fort, and 
on another side of the monument was, 
'Erected by the Georgia Dames of 
America, 
November, 
1901.' 
The 
church had been remodelled but still 
was very quaint. Following the Eng- 
lish custom, the remains of some of 
the Illustrious dead had been placed 
under the chancel." 
The writer finished by saying, "I 


do not know when I have had such 
an enjoyable trip."
